LOUISIANA  FIGHTS  ATTEMPT  TO 
FURTHER  EXPORT  ITS  NATURAL  GAS 


A  drive  to  enlist  several  thou- 
sand duck  hunters  in  Louisiana  as 
members  of  Ducks  Unlimited,  and 
make  Louisiana  the  leading  state 
in  the  nation  in  the  number  of 
memberships  for  this  nationally 
known  conservation  organization, 
formally  got  under  way  Thursday, 
September  7th,  when  more  than 
115  conservation  agents  attended 
a  state-wide  meeting  in  Alexandria 
and  agreed  to  enlist  duck  hunters 
in  becoming  members  of  this  or- 
ganization, which  has  done  more 
than  any  other  group  in  the  nation 
to  increase  the  population  of  ducks 
during  the  past  few  years. 

Alfred  C.  "Pops"  Glassell  of 
Shreveport,  who  is  President  this 
year  of  Ducks  Unlimited,  was  the 
principal  speaker  at  the  meeting 
of  the  conservation  agents.  He 
stated  that  California  in  past  years 
I  has  led  the  nation  in  number  of 
members  enrolled  in  Ducks  Un- 
limited and  he  is  anxious  for  Loui- 
siana to  take  this  distinction  away 


from  California.  The  drive  in 
Louisiana  is  an  experiment,  and 
will  act  as  a  model  for  similar 
drives  to  be  inaugurated  in  other 
states. 

Conservation  Commissioner  Jos- 
eph L.  McHugh  presided  at  the 
conference  and  declared  that  Loui- 
siana should  take  a  special  interest 
in  Ducks  Unlimited,  because  of 
the  fact  that  one  of  its  citizens 
is  head  of  this  national  organiza- 
tion, whose  work  means  so  much

Commissioner  to 
Seek  Ammunition 
For  La.  Hunters 

Conservation  Commissioner  Jos- 
eph L.  McHugh  has  gone  to  Wash- 
ington in  the  interest  of  obtaining 
more  ammunition  for  Louisiana 
hunters  this  Fall.  Cheering  news 
has  come  from  Washington  lately 
to  the  effect  that  the  War  Produc- 
tion Board  has  made  or  is  making 
a  more  liberal  allotment  of  small 
arms  ammunition  for  hunters,  but 
nothing  official  on  this  subject  has 
been  received. 

Mr.  McHugh  left  for  Washing- 
ton on  Thursday,  September  14th 
to  attend  a  meeting  of  petroleum 
authorities  from  other  oil  produc- 
ing states  who  are  schedtiled  to 
meet  with  Secretary  of  the  In- 
terior Harold  Ickes,  and  while  in 
Washington,  Mr.  McHugh  plans 
to  stay  over  for  a  day  or  two  to 
engage  in  a  series  of  conferences 
in  an  effort  to  get  first-hand  in- 
formation on  the  ammunition  sit- 
uation. 

In  the  meantime  hunting  li- 
censes for  the  1944-45  season  went 
on  sale  at  all  sheriff's  offices  in 
the  State  last  week.  The  licenses 
were  late  in  being  printed  this 
year  due  to  the  fact  that  it  was 
necessary  to  wait  until  the  end  of 
the  legislative  session  to  make 
what  changes  might  be  necessary 
in  them.  However,  they  were  re- 
ceived from  the  printers  last  week

Led  by  Governor  Jimmie  H. 
Davis,  a  group  of  Louisiana  offi- 
cials testified  last  week  before  the 
Federal  Power  Commission  at  a 
hearing  in  Memphis  to  the  effect 
that  Louisiana  objects  strenuously 
to  the  further  exportation  of  its 
natural  gas  and  particularly  ob- 
jects to  the  economic  absurdity  of 
piping  its  gas  to  regions  already 
well  supplied  with  other  forms  of 
fuel,  particularly  coal. 

Governor  Davis,  Colonel  P.  A. 
Frye,  executive  secretary  of  the 
Louisiana  Public  Service  Commis- 
sion, and  others  testified  at  the 
hearing  which  was  on  the  applica- 
tion of  the  Memphis  Natural  Gas 
Company  to  construct  additional 
loops  to  its  system  so  as  to  in- 
crease the  capacity  of  its  gas  pipe 
lines  by  21,000,000  cubic  feet  a 
day.  This  was  a  rehearing  of  an 
application  previously  denied  by 
the  Power  Commission,  and  con- 
solidated with  this  rehearing  was 
the  application  of  the  Memphis 
company  to  construct  a  pipe  line 
from  the  Lisbon  field  to  Monroe, 
with  a  daily  capacity  of  100,- 
000,000  cubic  feet,  to  supplement 
its  supply  from  the  Monroe  field. 
The  gqvernor  told  the  commis- 
sion that  the  state  in  its  objection 
to  further  export  of  gas  is  not 
motivated  by  selfishness  but  by  the 
spirit  of  self-preservation.  "It  is 
always  to  be  remembered",  said 
Governor  Davis,  "that  Louisiana 
has  no  coal  deposits  within  its 
borders.  It  has  no  water  power 
developed  or  undeveloped.  It  has 
only  two  types  of  fuel  energy, 
natural  gas  and  petroleum,  and  as 
these  two  are  usually  found  in 
conjunction  with  each  other  the 
exhaustion  of  one  will  mean  for 
all  practical  purposes  the  exhaus- 
tion of  both.  Excerpts  of  the  gov- 
ernor's testimony  follows: 

"To  the  extent  therefore  that 
we  are  attempting  by  sound  con- 
servation practices  to  defer  the

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QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWERS  ON 
MIGRATORY  HUNTING  REGULATIONS 
IN  LOUISIANA 


"How  many  ducks  can  I  shoot 
this  fall?"  inquires  a  hunter.  "Yes 
I've  read  the  regulations  but  I'm 
still  puzzled  by  some  of  the  legal 
terms.  I  want  to  clear  up  a  few 
points." 

Below  are  listed  some  typical 
questions  asked  by  hunters,  and 
the  answers: 

Q.  Does  the  daily  bag  limit  on 
ducks  remain  at  10? 

A.  Yes,  except  that  you  may 
take  an  additional  bag  only  of  5 
mallards,  widgeons  or  pintails,  or 
any  combination  of  these  three 
ducks. 

Q.  But  suppose  my  first  10 
ducks  were  all  mallards — Can  I 
shoot  5  more  mallards  for  a  total 
of  15? 

A.  Yes.  And  the  answer  would 
be  the  same  if  you  had  asked 
about  pintails  or  widgeons. 

Q.  Can  I  kill  5  more  black 
ducks  if  I  have  a  bag  limit  of  10? 

A.  No.  The  black  duck  is  not 
a  mallard  although  often  erron- 
eously called  a  black  mallard. 

Q.  Why  the  extra  bag  on  these 
particular  ducks? 

A.  Because  they  are  now  the 
most  abundant  species.  They  are 
the  species  most  often  concerned 
with  crop  damages.  Frankly,  we 
hope  to  control  their  depredations 
as  much  as  possible  by  allowing 
hunters  a  larger  bag.  Bear  in 
mind  this  is  only  a  temporary 
relaxation.  The  extra  bag  might 
be  cut  off  at  any  time.  It  cer- 
tainly will  be  when  they  cease  to 
be  a  problem  in  crop  damage. 

Q.  What  about  canvasbacks, 
redheads  and  buffleheads? 

A.  This  year  you  may  take  a 
full  daily  bag  of  10  canvasbacks, 
10  redheads,  or  10  buffleheads. 
But  not  more  than  10  in  the 
aggregate  of  the  three  kinds. 


Q.  What's  the  law  on  wood 
ducks? 

A.  You  are  permitted  to  take 
daily  1  wood  duck  and  to  have 
not  more  than  1  wood  duck  in 
your  possession. 

Q.  Does  this  1  wood  duck  count 
in  my  daily  bag  limit? 

A.    Yes,  it  must  be  included. 

Q.  What  is  the  possession  limit 
on  ducks? 

A.  20,  and  in  addition  you  may 
possess  10  mallards,  widgeons  or 
pintails,  singly  or  in  combination. 

Q.  Why  has  the  daily  bag  limit 
on  American  and  red-breasted 
mergansers  been  boosted  to  25? 

A.  They  have  become  so  num- 
erous that  trout  waters  are  being 
depleted  by  them.  In  some  places 
they  are  now  a  real  menace  to 
fish  propagation.  Incidently,  there 
is  no  possession  limit  on  them. 

Q.  The  daily  limit  on  coots  is 
also  25,  isn't  it? 

A.  Correct.  Coots  compete 
with  the  ducks  for  foods.  Hunters 
ought  to  take  more  coots;  learn 
to  cook  them.  We  have  a  number 
of  interesting  recipes  which  will 
be  mailed  free  on  request.  Just 
address  U.  S.  Fish  and  Wildlife 
Service,  Merchandise  Mart,  Chi- 
cago 54,  Illinois. 

Q.    What  about  goose   limits? 

A.  There  is  no  change  from 
last  year  on  Canada  geese  and 
brant.  The  daily  limit  is  2,  pos- 
session limit  4.  These  may  be  all 
Canada  geese,  all  brant,  or  any 
combination  of  the  two. 

Q.  May  I  legally  shoot  a  Ross's 
goose,  swan  or  crane? 

A.  No  open  season  at  any 
time. 

Q.  How  about  snows,  blues 
and  white-fronted  geese? 

A.  In  Louisiana  the  new  daily 
bag  may  include  4  snow  geese, 
4  blue  geese,  but  not  more  than 


4  in  the  aggregate  of  both  kinds 
plus  2  of  Canada  and  white- 
fronted  geese  and  brant  singly  or 
in  the  aggregate.  Possession  limit, 
two  daily  bag  limits. 

Q.  What  time  in  each  day  of 
the  open  season  is  waterfowl 
shooting  allowed? 

A.  From  half  an  hour  before 
sunrise  to  sunset. 

Q.  What  else  do  I  need  to 
know  about  the  regulations  be- 
fore I  go  duck  hunting  this  fall? 

A.  Don't  ferget  to  have  with 
you  a  State  Hunting  License  and 
a  Federal  Duck  Stamp.  These  are 
the  first  two  things  the  enforce- 
ment officer  will  want  to  see. 

Q.  When  is  a  Federal  Duck 
Stamp  required? 

A.  Every  waterfowl  hunter 
over  16  years  of  age  must  have 
on  his  or  her  person  while  hunt- 
ing a  properly  signed  migratory 
bird  hunting  stamp  of  current 
issue. 

Qi  When  is  a  state  hunting 
license  rgquirgd? 

A.  Required  of  ail  hunters 
under  60  years  of  age.  Those 
over  60  must  have  permit  which 
can  be  obtained  free  from  any 
sheriff's  office.  Persons  in  the 
armed  services  are  exempt  from 
hunting  license  in  Louisiana.

LOUISIANA  CONSERVATIONIST 


Early   Fish   and   Game   Laws 

The  first  laws  in  Louisiana  en- 
cted  for  the  protection  of  birds 
nd  wildlife  were  passed  by  our 
legislature  in  1877  (Act.  60  E.  S. 
877),  entitled  "An  act  for  the 
a-otection  of  game,  animals  and 
drds  in  the  State  of  Louisiana." 
n  that  statute  wild  deer  and  wild 
ucks  were  protected  during  the 
ieriod  from  March  1st  to  October 
st.  Quail,  pheasant,  sparrow 
■riole,  blue  birds  and  whippoor- 
vills  were  likewise  protected  under 
he  act.  Our  first  laws  for  the 
irotection  of  fish  were  enacted  in 
.880  (Act  68).  This  law  sought 
o  prevent  the  destruction  of  fish 
>y  poisoning,  dynamiting,  netting, 
;tc.  These  laws  were  amended  in 
.886  (Act  24)  and  again  in  1896 
(Act  "132).  In  1898  our  Legisla- 
ure  provided  for  a  biological  sta- 
;ion  on  the  Gulf  Coast  to  study 
;he  problems  of  fish  and  fisheries. 
!n  1904  (Act  147)  it  appears  that 
)ur  first  laws  were  enacted  to  fix 
ilosed  seasons.  In  that  year  a 
;losed  season  was  adopted  for  the 
;aking  of  fresh  water  game  fish 
luring  the  months  of  December, 
January  and  February.  In  1906 
(Act  121)  a  new  law  was  enacted 
which  included  deer;  and  the  fish- 
ing seasons  were  changed  prohibit- 
ing black  bass  from  being  caught 
from  February  1st  to  May  15th, 
and  allowing  striped  bass  to  be 
caught  was  fixed  at  four  inches  or 
more.  In  that  same  year,  1906, 
non-residents  were  taxed  $10.00 
for  hunting  license  and  the  Act 
provided  that  such  non-resident 
hunters  without  a  hunting  license 
be  arrested  on  sight  and  on  trial 
be  fined  $50.00  to  $100.00  or  10 
to  30  days  in  jail  if  convicted. 
This  act  provided  that  all  fines  and 
licenses  should  go  to  the  newly 
created  Board  of  Commissioners 
for  the  protection  of  birds,  game 
and  fish.  In  1908  the  Legislature 
enacted  a  special  law  for  the  pro- 
tection   of   the    Diamondback   ter-

First     Conservation     Commission 
and    Its    Growth 

About  this  same  time  in  1908 
our  law  makers  became  conserva- 
tion conscious  and  enacted  the 
statute  creating  a  Board  of  Com- 
missioners (of  3)  for  the  protec- 
tion of  birds,  game  and  fish.  One 
was  to  be  appointed  from  the 
western  and  one  from  the  central 
and  one  from  the  eastern  portions 
of  Louisiana.  The  Commission's 
domicile  was  in  New  Orleans,  Lou- 
isiana. During  the  same  year 
under  the  impetus  and  enthusiasm 
of  President  Theodore  Roosevelt's 
famous  White  House  Conference 
of  Governors  our  Legislature  cre- 
ated the  first  commission  for  the 
conservation  of  natural  resources 
in  Louisiana  which  was  composed 
of  seven  commissioners  whose 
terms  would  expire  in  1910.  Under 
this  statute  a  survey  was  to  be 
made  of  the  forests,  water-ways, 
swamp  lands,  and  the  natural  gas, 
oil  and  other  minerals  to  determine 
the  wastage  and  the  best  methods 
of  the  reclamation  and  conserva- 
tion of  these  natural  resources 
(Act  144  of  1908).  In  1910.  this 
commission  was  continued  until 
1912    (Act   172   of   1910). 

In  1912  the  first  exhaustive  law 
was    enacted    creating    a    Depart

ment  of  Conservation  and  prescrib- 
ing its  duties  and  powers  (Act  127 
of  1912).  We  are  still  operating 
to  a  large  extent  under  this  law. 
All  of  the  natural  resources  of 
the  State  were  placed  under  its 
control  and  the  other  commis- 
sioners were  abrogated  and  their 
work  continued  by  this  depart- 
ment. The  Department  was  given 
control  over  not  only  the  fish, 
game  and  other  wild  life,  but  oil, 
gas  and  other  minerals  of  the 
State,  as  the  oil  and  gas  business 
developed  and  became  subject  to 
more  control,  this  phase  of  the 
work  of  the  department  involving 
the  supervision  of  millions  of  dol- 
lars in  value  of  gas,  oil,  sulphur 
and  other  minerals,  soon  became 
the  dominant  work  of  the  depart 
ment  and  the  Conservation  Com 
missioner  found  little  time  to  de- 
vote to  the  study  and  thought  of 
fish,  game  and  other  wildlife. 
These  other  subjects  became  or- 
phans and  sometimes  were  lost  in 
the  shuffle.  It  was  for  this  reason 
that  our  former  Governor  Sam 
Jones  devoted  so  much  time  to  the 
wildlife  of  the  State  and  spon- 
sored the  organization  of  the  Lou- 
isiana Federation  of  Wildlife  so 
that    this     organization     with     its 


rapins,   prohibiting   any   turtle    of  various     parish     units     could     co- 


operate and  work  with  the  Con- 
servation Department  and  help  de- 
velope  and  conserve  these  natural 
resources  which  had  been  ne- 
glected. Under  this  arrangement 
experts  were  appointed  by  the  Con- 
servation Department,  and,  al- 
though considerable  work  has  been 
done,  it  is  by  all  now  realized  that 
the  Conservation  of  the  wildlife 
has  no  relation  to  oil  and  gas  and 
other  minerals  and  same  should 
be  separated  in  distinct  depart- 
ments. For  instance  in  some  cases 
we  see  one  official  in  the  Wildlife 
Division  making  an  effort  to  stop 
the  pollution  of  a  stream  by  oil 
or  salt  water  from  oil  wells  whan 
another  division  of  the  Depart- 
ment may  consider  such  pollution 
as  temporary  and  necessary  for 
the  production  of  oil  and  gas. 

The  Department  of  Conserva- 
tion, as  we  have  just  shown,  has 
become  of  such  magnitude  in  its 
operations  and  such  importance  in 
its  establishment,  that  the  Con- 
stitutional Convention  of  1921  saw 
fit  to  perpetuate  the  Department 
by  making  a  special  provision  for 
same  in  the  State  Constitution 
(Article  6,  Section  1  and  2;  Arti- 
cle  5,  Section  20). 

In  1940  under  the  state  reor 
ganization  plan  of  Governor  Jones' 
administration,  an  effort  was  made 
to  streamline  all  executive  depart- 
ments through  various  constitu 
tional  amendments,  including  the 
Department  of  Conservation.  But 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Louisiana 
held  that  a  number  of  these  amend- 
ments were  unconstitutional  and 
the  Department  of  Conservation 
is  operating  now  under  the  original 


laws.  It  is  therefore  urgent  that 
a  new  constitutional  amendment 
with  a  separate  department  for 
Fish,  Game  and  Wildlife  be 
adopted  so  that  much  uncertainty 
may  be  eleminated  and  definite 
powers  be  given  to  the  new  com- 
mission thus  created. 

Powers    of    the    Conservation 
Department 

It  will  be  noted  in  the  statute 
of  1912  creating  the  Conservation 
Department,  the  Legislature  in- 
tended that  this  department  would 
have  full  and  complete  control  and 
authority  over  all  of  the  fish  and 
game  and  other  wildlife  of  the 
state.  It  was  given  authority  to 
create  fish  and  game  preserves 
(Section  15)  ;  make  laws  and  regu- 
lations for  same  (Section  20)  ;  es- 
tablish fish  hatcheries  (Section 
21);  import  new  fish  and  animals 
in  the  state  and  transfer  fish  from 
one  stream  or  body  of  water 
to  another  (Section  22  and  23)  ; 
and  it  was  authorized  to  make 
and  establish  closed  seasons  (Sec- 
tion 24) ,  and  was  charged  with 
the  duties  of  enforcing  all  of.  its 
regulations  as  well  as  the  other 
laws  of  the  state  regulating  the 
taking  of  fish  and  game  (Section 
26).  This  general  statute  was 
amended  in  the  years  1916,  1918, 
1936,  1938,  and  1940  and  finally 
by  Act  145  of  1942.  Each  of  these 
amendments  were  made  as  the 
operations  of  the  department  de- 
developed  so  that  at  the  present 
time  the  fish,  game  and  wildlife 
divisions  entail  approximately  a 
half  million  dollars  in  expendi- 
tures each  year,  and  requires  a

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Text  of  Two  Conservation  Constitutional  Amendments 

Of  the  21  Constitutional  Amendments  to  be  voted  on 
by  citizens  of  Louisiana  at  the  general  election  in  Novem- 
ber, two  propose  basic  changes  in  the  Conservation  set-up 
of  the  State.  In  order  to  acquaint  sportsmen  of  Louisiana 
with  the  proposed  changes,  the  two  Amendments  are 
published  in  full  on  these  pages. 

The  two  Amendments  are  as  follows: 

(1) — Act  No.  323,  House  Bill  No.  732,  to  permit 
parish  police  juries  to  levy  acreage  taxes  to  promote  the 
practice  of  forestry. 

(2) — Act  No.  328,  Senate  Bill  No.  91,  to  split  up  the 
present  Conservation  Department  into  three  separate  De- 
partments, one  to  be  known  as  the  Department  of  Con- 
servation to  promote  minerals,  another  to  be  known  as 
the  Department  of  Wildlife  and  Fisheries  to  have  charge 
of  fish,  game  and  wildlife,  and  the  third  to  be  known  as 
the  Louisiana  Forestry  Commission  to  have  exclusive 
charge  of  forestry  in  Louisiana.

ACT   No.   323

"Section  2.  Forestry  shall  be 
practiced  in  the  State,  and  the 
Legislature  is  authorized  to  make 
provisions  therefor. 

"The  Legislature  may  authorize 
the  governing  authorities  of  the 
Parishes  to  levy  acreage  taxes, 
not  to  exceed  two  cents  (2c)  per 
acre,  for  the  purpose  of  this  sec- 
tion."

Section  1.  Be  it  resolved  by 
the  Legislature  of  Louisiana,  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  elected  to 
each  House  concurring,  That 
there  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
electors  of  the  State  of  Louisiana, 
for  their  approval  or  rejection,  in 
the  manner  provided  for  by  law, 
a  proposition  to  amend  Section  1 
of  Article  VI  of  the  Constitution 
of  Louisiana  so  that  the  same 
shalf  thereafter  read  as- follows: 

"Section  1.  The  natural  re- 
sources of  the  State  shall  be  pro- 
tected, conserved  and  replenished. 
"  (A)  For  that  purpose,  the

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working  organization  of  large  pro- 
portions._  In  none  of  these  amend- 
ments was  it  ever  sought  to  re- 
strict the  authority  of  the  depart- 
ment, but  to  give  it  a  wider  lati- 
tude as  its  scope  of  operations  in- 
creased. Although  the  Legislature 
had  in  other  statutes  authorized 
the  Conservation  Department  to 
fix  closed  seasons  we  find  in  the 
Act  of  1942  (Act  145)  the  depart- 
ment was  again  authorized  to  fix 
closed  seasons  for  the  taking  of 
fish.  While  there  are  many  regu- 
latory laws  which  are  enforceable, 
neverthless  our  Supreme  Court  has 
restricted  the  authority  of  the  Con- 
servation Department  to  make  and 
adopt  closed  seasons  for  the  taking 
of  fish  and  the  killing  of  game  and 
wild  animals,  State  vs.  Billot,  154 
La.  402.  The  Department,  how- 
ever, has  the  authority  to  allow 
the  taking  of  Commercial  fish  as 
a  conservation  measure  even  from 
lakes  closed  by  Legislative  Act. 
Department  of  Conservation,  et 
al  vs.  Reardon,  et  al,  8  So.  (2d) 
353;  200  La.  491.  (Owing  to  the 
restricted  powers  of  the  present 
Conservation  Department  the  new 
amendments  creating  three  differ- 
ent departments  should  have  the 
support  of  every  person  in  Loui- 
siana interested  in  conservation  of 
wildlife.) 

Decisions  Affecting  the  Conser- 
vation Department's 
Authority- 
While  there  are  many  statutory 
laws  which  are  plain  and  enforce- 
able, the  Courts  have  been  loath 
to  allow  the  Conservation  Depart- 
ment the  right  to  make  regula- 
tions having  the  force  of  laws. 
Where  a  statute  declares  a  regu- 
lation and  fixes  a  penalty  therefor 
the  Conservation  Department  may 
enforce  same.  If  the  Legislature 
authorizes  the  Conservation  De- 
partment to  enact  regulations  and 
in  the  Legislative  act  a  penalty 
for  the  violation  of  such  regula- 
tions are  generally  prescribed, 
but  the  details  of  the  regulations 
are  to  be  fixed  by  the  Conserva- 
tion Department,  it  is  generally 
considered  that  the  Conservation 
Department  may  prescribe  such 
regulations  in  detail  and  enforce 
same.  In  fact  the  Supreme  Court 
has  in  effect  upheld  the  authority 
of  the  Police  Jury  of  Tensas  Par- 
ish and  the  Department  of  Con- 
servation to  regulate  the  taking 
of  predatory  fish  from  a  lake 
closed  by  Legislative  act  to  com- 
mercial fishing.     (See  Department 


of  Conservation,  et  al  vs.  Rear- 
don, et  al,  8  So.  (2d)  353;  200 
La.  491).  But  it  is  the  opinion 
of  the  Attorney  General  that  the 
Conservation  Department  cannot 
prescribe  and  define  regulations 
and  fix  penalties  therefor  even 
though  authorized  only  to  enact 
such  regulations  by  a  legislative 
act.  (See  Opinions  of  Attorney 
General,  Vol.  1,  page  308).  The 
Attorney  General  bases  his  opin- 
ions on  the  Billot  case  above  cited, 
and  on  the  case  of  State  vs. 
Maitrejean  (192  So.  371,  193  La. 
824).  In  the  Maitrejean  case  our 
Supreme  Court  held  that  the 
Legislature  could  not  delegate 
powers  to  make  regulations  and 
fix  penalties  regarding  the  hand- 
ling of  milk,  to  the  milk  commis- 
sion. But  in  State  vs.  Snyder, 
131  La.  146,  the  Court  held  that 
the  Board  of  Health  was  granted 
such  powers  under  the  constitu- 
tion; and,  likewise,  in  the  case 
of  Board  of  Barber's  Examiners 
vs.  Parker,  190  La.  214,  182  So. 
485,  the  Court  held  that  this 
board  had  the  constitutional  au- 
thority under  the  statute  creating 
the  commission  to  adopt  regula- 
tions fixing  the  price  of  hair-cuts, 
etc.,  and  when  same  was  approved 
by  75%  of  the  barbers  of  all 
groups  it  would  have  the  force 
of  laws  and  the  violation  of  same 
was  punishable  by  fine  or  impri- 
sonment. 

Most  of  the  decisions  above 
set  out  were  by  divided  courts 
and  its  anybody's  guess  as  to 
what  the  Court  would  do  in  case 
the  Conservation  Department 
should  make  rules  and  regulations 
authorized  by  a  statute  and  with 
penalties  fixed  by  the  Legislature. 

However,  it  is  the  opinion  of 
the  Attorney  General  that,  where 
the  Legislature  has  specially  dele- 
gated powers  to  the  Conservation 
Department  to  protect  fish  against 
waste  and  depletion  by  closing  a 
lake  or  stream,  the  Conservation 
Department  will  have  the  right  to 
enforce  such  regulations  by  in- 
junction. (See  opinion  furnished 
Rep.  Arthur  C.  Watson — Attorney 
General's  opinion  Vol.  1,  page 
310,  Also  Ame.  Ice  Co.  vs.  Police 
Jury,  Parish  of  Jefferson,  162  La. 
614).  This  authority  likewise  is 
given  to  the  parishes  which  have 
established  game  and  fish  pre- 
serves within  their  borders  under 
Act  259  of  1926,  with  the  same 
right  to  establish  closed  seasons. 
(See  Opinions  of  Attorney  Gen- 
eral, Vol.  1,  page  326,  citing 
Foster-Fountain  Packing  Company 
vs.  Haydel,  278  U.  S.  L.) 

Fish    and    Game    Preserves 
During  the  1920s  there  seemed 
to  be  much  interest  displayed  by 
various   legislators   to   secure   fish 


and  game  preserves  in  their  re- 
spective jurisdictions,  and,  as  a 
result,  most  of  the  North  Loui- 
siana parishes  secured  game  pre- 
serves, providing  they  had  lakes 
which  could  be  dammed  up  for 
such  purpose.  We  list  a  few  of 
these  preserves: 

(1).  Bayou  Pierre  State  Game 
and  Fish  Preserve,  Natchi- 
toches Parish. 
(2).   Iatt  Lake   Game  and  Fish 

Preserve,   Grant  Parish. 
(3).   Turkey    Creek   Game    and 
Fish    Preserve,    Franklin 
Parish. 
(4).   Winston  -  Overton     State 
Game   and   Fish   Preserve, 
Allen  Parish. 
(5).  Lake     Bisteneau     State 
Game   and   Fish   Preserve, 
Bossier,     Webster    and 
Bienville  Parishes. 
(6).  Nantachi  Lake   Game  and 
Fish  Preserve,  Grant  Par- 
ish. 
(7).   Northwest  Louisiana  Game 
and    Fish   Preserve,    Winn 
Parish     and     Natchitoches 
Parish. 
(8).   Queen    Bess    Island    Pre- 
serve, On  Barateria  Bay. 

In  addtion  to  the  above  a  num- 
ber of  Parish  preserves  have  been 
created  by  a  statute  authorizing 
parishes  to  create  such  preserves 
with  commissions  to  govern  same. 
(Act  259  of  1926.) 

The  Parish  of  Natchitoches  and 
the  City  of  Natchitoches  or  any 
wards  in  said  Parish  are  author- 
ized by  special  statute  to  create 
fish  and  game  preserves.  (Act 
169  of  1921). 

Fish  and  Game  Laws  and  Enforce- 
ment  Agencies 

To  further  confuse  the  fish  and 
game  laws  of  Louisiana,  the  Legis- 
lature in  creating  these  fish  and 
game  preserves  in  the  state  has 
endeavored  in  the  same  act  to 
delegate  authority  to  the  Com- 
mission to  make  same.  The  Su- 
preme Court  in  the  case  of  State 
vs.  Billot,  above  referred  to  held 
that  this  blanket  delegation  of 
authority  to  make  regulations  and 
fix  penalties  therefor  could  not 
be  granted. 

In  a  number  of  these  statutes, 
however,  both  the  regulations  and 
penalties  are  set  forth  therein 
thus  removing  all  doubt  as  to  their 
constitutionality  or  enforceability. 
For  instance,  such  regulations  are 
made  and  penalties  fixed  in  the 
statute  and  amendments  creating 
the  Lake  Bisteneau  Fish  and 
Game  preserve  and  the  Northwest 
La.  Game  and  Fish  Preserve — 
made  up  of  Black,  Saline  and 
Clear  Lakes — the  latter  being  un- 
der control  of  the  Conservation 
Department.     The    First    District 


Court  at  Shreveport,  La.,  did  hold 
in  an  injunction  suit  by  the  Lake 
Bisteneau  Fish  and  Game  Prei-I 
serve  Commission  that  the  com- 
mission had  no  authority  to  regu- 
late the  size  of  duck  blinds  as  the' 
statute  creating  such  Preserve 
had  not  specifically  given  their 
authority.  (See  Lake  BisteneauJ 
Fish  and  Game  Preserve  Commis-i 
sion  vs.  Holt  #83880). 

However,  since  this  decision  ini 
1941  the  Legislature  has  amended, 
the  statute  not  only  regulating  < 
duck  blinds  but  fixing  a  Penalty,) 
for  the  Violation  of  such  regula-i 
tions.  (Act  64  of  1942).  Further- 
more, the  same  act  or  amendment 
has  given  the  Bisteneau  Commis-] 
sion  complete  control  over  the]< 
Preserve  and  the  Supreme  Court- 1 
in  a  recent  case  has  recognized^ 
such  complete  control  by  the  corn-it 
mission.  (See  Evans  vs.  Dugan^i 
17  So.    (2d)    562). 

As  stated  before,  the  Conser- 
vation Department  is  not  only  au-j- 
thorized  but  required  by  legisla4- 
tive  act  to  enforce  the  laws  of,i 
the  state  regulating  the  taking  ofii 
fish  and  game  (Act  145  of  1942).]. 
The  department  is  authorized  byi 
a  special  statute  to  appoint  "Con-j- 
servation  Agents"  to  enforce  suchl 
laws  and  regulations  (See  Act  105k 
of  1918).  Under  this  statute  oil 
1918  our  Supreme  Court  held  thailt 
not  only  has  the  department  theje 
right  to  appoint  Conservation!] 
Agents  as  enforcement  officers* 
but  that  such  officers  need  notll 
be  deputized  as  other  law  enforce-!- 
ment  officers  in  the  Sheriff's  de-j- 
partment  or  State  Highway  Polices 
(State  vs.  Doark,  196  So.  47,  19a 
La.  139). 

As  the  Conservation  Depart-j- 
ment  has  generally  the  authority*' 
to  enforce  all  fish  and  game  laws> 
throughout  the  state  it  is  core* 
sidered  that  it  has  the  authority' 
to  enforce  laws  pertaining  to  allll 
of  the  fish  and  game  preserves  I 
throughout  the  state. 

The  State  Regulatory  Laws 
The  state  statutes  regulating 
the  taking  of  fish  and  game  and 
fixing  the  penalties  therefor 
should  not  be  considered  lightly, 
as  the  Courts  almost  uniformly, 
hold  them  enforceable.  After  the 
Act  of  1912 — conferring  large 
powers  upon  the  Conservation  De-j 
partment — Act  68  of  1932  ampli-l 
fied  and  enlarged  these  powers 
and  still  later,  only  recently,  Act; 
145  of  1942  was  adopted  grant- 
ing the  Conservation  Department' 
still  more  powers.  Under  the  last; 
statute  the  Legislature  had  fixed" 
the  following  regulations  govern- 
ing the  size  and  number  of  fish 
that  may  be  caught  with  live  bait 
or  artificial  bait:

Louisiana  Fights

be  without  native  fuel,  we  are 
actuated  by  the  urge  of  self-pres- 
ervation or  self-defense,  which- 
ever you  prefer.  Self-defense  has 
for  centuries  been  recognized  in 
criminal  jurisprudence  as  a  valid 
plea,  when  supported  by  evidence. 
I  know  of  no  reason  why  it  should 
not  be  so  recognized  in  the  law 
of  economics. 

"It  is  coming  to  be  recognized 
that  to  burn  natural  gas  under 
boilers  for  the  purpose  of  gener- 
ating steam  is  sheer  economic 
waste  carried  to  the  extreme. 
This  is  certainly  true,  when  it  is 
done  in  an  area  containing  an 
abundance  of  coal. 

"There  is  utterly  no  justification 
for  debasing  so  valuable  a  natural 
resource  as  natural  gas  to  the 
prosaic  and  routine  duty  of  gen- 
erating steam  and  using  it  for 
many  other  ordinary  heating  pro- 
cesses when  the  only  possible  ex- 
cuse is  not  necessity,  but  mere 
convenience. 

"Louisiana's  use  of  natural  gas 
for  fuel  is  not  a  convenience  but 
a  necessity,  since  it  has  no  other 
source  of  power.  It  is  elemental 
that  a  cheap  and  dependable 
source  of  power  is  essential  to  any 
community  aspiring  to  be  indus- 
trialized and  Louisiana  has  such  a 
source  of  power  in  its  gas  reserves. 
"We  are  naturally  more  .willing 
to  share  our  gas  with  those  who 
are  situated  as  we  are,  who  have 
no  other  native  fuel.  But  we  are 
not  willing  to  share  it  with  these 
states  and  areas  which  at  one  time 
had  plentiful  supplies  of  natural 
gas  within  their  own  borders  which 
they  have  now  wasted  and  dissi- 
pated and  are  now  seeking  to 
waste  and  dissipate  our  reserves. 
"Many  of  these  areas  have  de- 
posits of  bituminous  coal  sufficient 
to  last  at  the  current  rate  of  con- 
sumption for  hundreds  of  years, 
while  our  gas  reserves  at  the  pres- 
ent rate  of  consumption  may  and 
perhaps  will  be  exhausted  well 
within  the  life  span  of  men  in  this 
room." 


masses  are  not  fish  eggs  but  are 
actually  colonies  of  a  peculiar 
group  of  animals  which  are  prac- 
tically unknown  to  any  but  pro- 
fessional biologists. 

Bryozoa  (also  called  Polyozoa 
and  moss  animalcules)  are  massive 
fresh-water  representatives  of  a 
group  of  animals  whose  marine 
members  include  delicate  lace-like 
creatures. 

Bearing  the  technical  name, 
Pectinatella  magr.ifica,  one  of  the 
commonest  forms  grows  most  fre- 
quently in  shaded  situations  on 
submerged  trees,  stones,  stakes, 
dam  gates  and  reservoir  walls  in 
fresh  water  from  Maine  to  Loui- 
siana. The  whole  mass  is  made 
up  of  individual  jelly-covered  ani- 
mals each  of  which  may  measure 
four-fifths  of  an  inch  across  while 
the  colony  may  attain  a  size  equal 
to  two  closed  fists. 

Bryozoa  are  simply  strange 
forms  of  life  fitting  into  their  own 
peculiar  niche  in  fresh-water 
biology.  Possessing  a  primitive 
brain  and  a  complicated  structure 
they  serve  no  purposes  except 
their  own.  They  live  on  micro- 
scopic organisms,  do  no  harm  to 
fish,  are  not  fed  upon  by  fish  and 
the  only  time  they  interfere  with 
man's  activities  is  when,  they  by 
over-abundant  growth,  they  may 
block  up  water  pipes  ("pipe 
moss"). 

When  the  sportsman  snags  a 
sunken  branch  and  finds  it  cov- 
ered with  this  amazing  jelly  he 
need  not  conclude  that  there  is 
anything  the  matter  with  the  lake 
in  which  he  fishes. 


PECULIAR  "JELLY" 
NO  ENEMIES  OF  FISH 

Sportsmen  throughout  Louisiana 
frequently  report  the  occurrence 
of  peculiar  jelly-like  growths 
found  on  submerged  branches  or 
stones  in  fresh  water  lakes  which 
are  particularly  abundant  at  this 
time  of  the  year.  Cross  Lake, 
Shreveport,  is  notable  for  this 
phenomenon. 

James  Nelson  Gowanloch,  Chief 
Biologist  of  the  Department  of 
Conservation  states  that  these  odd

•  20   Black  bass,    10   inches  or 
longer;  25  Bar  Fish  or  striped 
bass   or  white   perch    (crappie)

In  addition  to  the  above  a  pro- 
vision  is    made    for   the    limit    on 
the  catch  of  salt  water  fish,  also 
commercial  fish,   such  ^s  25   buf- 
falo   fish    and    cat    fish    under    14 
inches. 

(Note:  See  addenda  for  1944 
changes.) 

The  size  of  mesh  for  commer- 
cial fishermen  is  three  inches 
square  or  6  inches  stretched. 

Closed  seasons  on  frogs  for 
months  of  April  and  May,  and 
during  open  season;  they  must 
be  taken  only  with  a  frog  catcher 
without  punching  their  skins. 
They  cannot  be  sold. 

Angler's  license  state  wide, 
$1.00  per  year  for  the  use  of 
artificial  bait,  non  -  residents, 
$5.00;  non-residents  trip  license 
for  four  consecutive  days,  $2.00. 
Minors  under  15  and  persons 
over  60  living  in  Louisiana  for 
two  years  previous  are  not  re- 
quired to  pay  a  license. 

A  heavy  penalty  is  fixed  for 
poisoning  the  water,  polluting  the 
streams  and  dynamiting;  (not  less 
than  60  days  nor  more  than  12 
months  in  jail.) 

Summary 

We  have  not  referred  to  various 
statutes  regulating  the  taking  of 
commercial  fish  or  shrimp  or  crab 
or  oysters  or  salt  water  fish,  all 
of  which  are  regulated  by  special 
statutes  and  laws  and  are  enforce- 
able by  the  Conservation  Depart- 
ment. 

Although  formerly  there  were 
closed  seasons  on  all  game  fish 
fixed  by  legislative  enactments, 
it  seems  that  when  the  Conser- 
vation Department  was  created 
such  statutes  were  repealed  and 
the  Conservation  Department  was 
specially  authorized  to  fix  closed 
seasons  and  thus  protect  the  fish 
where  they  needed  protection  dur- 
ing spawning  seasons.  Even  in 
the  last  statute  of  1942  (Act  145) 
the  Legislature  again  attempted 
to  confer  this  power  upon  the 
Conservation  Department,  but  it 
is  doubtful  if  same  is  enforceable. 
In  this  connection  it  may  not  be 
amiss  to  say  that  Louisiana  is 
now  the  only  state  in  the  Union 
which  has  no  closed  seasons  fixed 
by  law  on  some  or  all  of  the  game 


fish.  (See  Field  and  Stream  Chart 
of  Fish  and  Game  Laws,  May, 
1944,  issue. 

(Note:  Since  this  was  written 
the  Legislature  of  1944  has  rem- 
edied this  situation  as  set  forth 
in  the   addenda   to   this   article.) 

ADDENDA 

Fish    Laws    Enacted    by    the    1944 
Louisiana    Legislature 

The  administration  of  our  pres- 
ent Governor,  Jimmie  H.  Davis, 
who  is  a  conservationist  at  heart 
and  a  fisherman  and  hunter  him- 
self, will  be  an  outstanding  and 
epochal  one  in  the  history  of 
Louisiana.  In  fact  if  the  program 
adopted  by  this  legislature  (1944) 
is  carried  out  as  anticipated, 
Louisiana  will  be  in  the  vanguard 
with  those  states  which  have  re- 
established fish  and  game  in  their 
natural  habitat  in  the  streams  and 
lakes,  and  Louisiana  will  not  be 
a  laggard  in  the  preservation  of 
those  great  natural  resources  with 
which  nature  has  so  richly  en- 
dowed her.  The  outstanding  bills 
introduced  and  enacted  by  the 
1944  Legislature  pertaining  to 
game  fish  under  the  combined 
support  of  the  Louisiana  Wildlife 
Federation,  the  Governor  of  Loui- 
siana and  the  wildlife  enthusiasts 
of  the  Legislature,  are  as  follows: 

First,  the  constitutional  amend- 
ment separating  and  divorcing  the 
fish,  game  and  other  wildlife  from 
the  oil,  gas  and  minerals  depart- 
ment was  unanimously  passed  by 
the  Senate  and  with  only  one  dis- 
senting vote  in  the  House.  This 
amendment  will  place  the  control 
of  fish,  game  and  all  pther  wild- 
life of  the  state,  including  shrimp, 
muskrats,  and  oysters  in  a  sepa- 
rate State  Department  with  a 
separate  Commissioner  in  charge. 
It  is  hoped  that  every  citizen  in 
Louisiana  will  vote  for  this  con- 
stitutional amendment  at  the  No- 
vember General  Election. 

Secondly,  Act  No.  124  reduces 
the  bag  limit  of  black  bass,  bar 
fish  and  striped  bass  measuring 
10  inches  and  over,  from  20  to 
15  per  day;  of  white  perch  25 
per  day,  and  bream,  to  not  over 
50  per  day. 

Thirdly,  Act  166  of  1944  cre- 
ates a  two  months  closed  season 
during  the  spawning  season 
throughout  the  state  on  the  above 
named  game  fish.  The  seasons  are 
different  in  north  and  south  Loui- 
siana to  conform  to  the  difference 
in  climatic  conditions. 

In  addition  to  the  above  con- 
siderable other  beneficial  legisla- 
tion was  adopted  regulating  the 
catching  of  salt  water  game  fish, 
commercial  fish,   etc. 

It  is  thus  seen  that  with  the 
1944  Conservation  program  Loui- 


siana should  come  unto  her  own 
again  and  really  be  that  fisher- 
man's and  hunter's  "Paradise" 
about  which  we  have  talked  so 
much.

Publicity,  Department  of  Con- 
servation, 126  Civil  Courts  Bldg., 
New  Orleans. 

"OIL  FOR  TOMORROW",  with 
250  scenes  from  13  of  the  oil  pro- 
ducing states,  including  Louisiana, 
is  beautifully  filmed  in  techni- 
color. The  picture  in  its  thirty 
minutes  running  time  dramatically 
spans  the  ages  as  it  unfolds  the 
gripping  story  of  oil,  from  its  pre- 
historic origin  to  ultimate  utiliza- 
tion by  a  modern  civilization.  It 
vividly  demonstrates  by  scenes  of 
actual  oil  field  operations,  the 
widespread  benefits  of  applied 
modern  efficient  engineering  prin- 
ciples and  practices  and  the  de- 
sirability of  diligent  conservation 
efforts  in  oil's  production.

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Conserve   Louisiana   Natural   Gas

Natural  gas  is  being  pumped 
from  Louisiana,  Texas  and  Okla-; 
homa  to  eastern  seaboard  pointil 
for  manufacturing  purposes,  ana 
should  this  continue  it  will  remove* 
forever  the  possibility  of  these 
Southern  states  ever  being  able  tot 
establish  sufficient  manufacturing) 
enterprises  to  care  for  our  owi 
simple  demands. 

The  South,  especially  that  porji 
tion  where  natural  gas  is  founffli 
should  become  the  manufacturing! 
center  of  the  nation,  as.  it  ha: 
everything  from  fuel  to  climate  tff 
offer  manufacturers,  but  if  ouli 
natural  gas  continues  to  be  pipe! 
to  the  East,  we  will  be  foreve* 
buying  everything  manufacture! 
in  metal,  from  railroad  steel  to 
farm  cook-stoves,  from  easterf 
manufacturers. 

That  gas  is  pumped  from  Loug 
siana  and  other  states  to  the  Easi 
and  North  is  clearly  an  invasion  oi 
state  rights.  Louisiana  does  not 
want  to  sell  to  outsiders,  the  great? 
est  natural  power  she  has,  but  the 
eastern  manufacturers  go  before 
the  federal  power  commission,  obi 
tain  the  authority  to  buy  the  gas, 
and  then  take  it  away. 

The  supply  of  natural  gas  is 
limited.  No  one  knows  or  can  telll 
how  much  we  actually  have,  buji 
those  who  are  versed  in  oil  ana 
natural  gas  estimate,  say  there  is: 
a  sufficient  amount  underneath  the 
upper  soils,  to  supply  every  manu- 
facturing plant  that  can  be  in- 
duced to  come  here,  for  many, 
years. 

Governor  Jimmie  Davis  is  fight- 
ing the  pipeline  distribution  of  gas 
to  the  East,  and  he  advises  the 
next  meeting  of  the  federal  power 
commission  will  be  held  September 
7.  Louisiana  will  be  represented,! 
but  Governor  Davis  says,  "Thisi 
fight  to  keep  our  natural  gas  for 
local  state  development  is  of 
grave  importance.  Once  these  re- 
sources are  exhausted,  I  fear  our 
dreams  of  great  industrial  growth 
will  have  faded  away."
